KULAKAIKAMAHINE  around,  WAILUKU  NA  BAILEY  in  borders;  uniface, 
brownish  red  ink,  copperplate  engraved  on  thick  wove  cream-colored  paper. 
Without  surcharges.  Type  of  Gould-Bressett  A5,  but  smaller  (plate  35x28mm, 
note  appr.  46x43mm)  and  of  finer  style.  Crisp,  really  Unc.;  at  one  time  suffered 
an  edge  tear  which  has  been  repaired  with  supreme  skill  and  is  now  discernible 
only  with  a glass.  Rarity  8.  Accompanying  the  note  is  an  old  undated  newspaper 
clipping  about  how  seven  of  the  1844-46  notes  issued  on  the  Island  of  Maui 
(Wailuku  and  Lahaina  towns),  of  this  general  type,  had  been  presented  by

UNITED  STATES  HALF  CENTS 

590  1793.  Gilbert  4,  perfect  die,  periods  after  CENT  and  AMERICA  plain.  About  Unc. 

Full  mint  sharpness,  slightly  porous  patina,  some  of  it  dull  rose — very  unusual 
natural  color.  Exceedingly  rare  with  both  periods  visible,  as  die  failure  usually 
obliterates  CENT.  Tied  for  second  finest  known.  Rarest  variety  of  the  year  in 
all  grades ; prohibitively  rare  above  EF.  Excellent  counterpart  to  the  Smith- 
Earle-Judd  broken  die  coin  in  our  March  1968  sale ; sharper  though  with  less 
gloss.  Ex  Brobston,  R.  T.  Davis  collections.  PLATE 

591  1794.  G-9,  large  edge  letters  as  usual.  About  Unc.,  dark  reddish  brown.  As  sharp  as 

this  comes,  lightly  bag  marked,  only  the  surface  dictating  this  grade  rather  than 
full  Unc.  Condition  Census  level.  PLATE 

592  1795.  G-l.  Lettered  edge,  1795.  Fine,  rev.  really  VF ; obv.  lightly  scratched. 

593  1795.  G-3.  Lettered  edge,  date  1,795.  Unc.,  reddish  golden  tan  obviously  faded  from 

original  mint  color;  obv.  with  faint  signs  of  cabinet  friction,  rev.  frosty  and 
choice  though  with  a few  trivial  bag  marks.  One  of  about  five  known  in  this 
condition ; Brobston’s  differed  only  in  color.  PLATE 

594  1795.  G-4.  Plain  edge,  same  obv.,  crack  in  upper  wreath.  About  Unc.  Weak  in  centers 

as  always  (compare  the  Brobston  piece),  but  with  magnificent  light  reddish 
brown  gloss,  some  of  it  faded  from  mint  lustre,  modulating  to  pale  olive  and 
steel.  The  flan  with  light  granularity  as  made  (common  on  1795-6  cents),  and 
where  struck  up  this  piece  leaves  nothing  more  to  be  desired  ; unknown  to  exist 
with  all  of  HALF  CENT  plain,  but  all  letters  can  be  made  out  here.  This  will  tie 
for  third  finest  known.  PLATE 
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595  1795.  No  pole.  About  VF,  rev.  stronger  than  obv.  Most  of  the  marks  in  fields  are 

evidence  of  this  piece’s  being  overstruck  on  a 1794  Talbot,  Album  & Lee  token, 
Fuld  #4.  It  is  very  seldom  that  enough  of  the  undertype  remains  to  date,  let 
alone  to  attribute.  Altogether  some  1076  lbs.  of  tokens  were  bought  at  the  begin- 
ning of  1796  by  the  mint,  making  slightly  under  32,000  overstrikes  in  all.  Ex 
Brobston. 

The  Extremely  Rare  1796  No  Pole 

596  1796.  G-2.  No  pole.  Very  Fine,  steel  gray  mingled  with  porous  patina  in  “autumn 

leaves”  colors : deep  green,  chartreuse,  orange,  yellow,  brick  red,  maroon,  brown- 
ish red,  etc.  Very  bold,  obv.  small  rim  bruise  at  r.,  rev.  darker  and  rougher  with 
some  light  pitting,  but  all  letters  legible,  all  leaves  clear.  One  of  four  top  examples, 
and  the  finest  to  be  auctioned  in  the  last  fifteen  years.  Shows  the  obv.  break 
plainly.  Much  finer  than  Brobston’s,  and  no  comparable  example  has  been  offered 
even  at  fixed  prices  in  the  last  decade,  so  that  any  estimate  of  value  would  be 
sheer  guesswork.  One  of  eleven  specimens  now  traced,  most  of  them  in  Good 
or  VG,  dark  and  rough;  one  of  only  1,390  originally  minted,  making  this  the 
rarest  of  all  half  cents  (minor  varieties  excepted)  minted  for  circulation.  One 
of  the  most  important  coins  we  have  ever  offered;  an  opportunity  not  to  be 
repeated  for  many  years.  Ex  Carl  Wurtzbach,  Virgil  Brand,  Dr.  Sheldon,  Henry 
Chapman.  PLATE 

Extremely  Rare  1797  Lettered  Edge  Overstruck  on  1798  Cent 

597  1797.  G-l.  Lettered  edge.  Intermediate  die  state : obv.  break  and  bulge  partway 

from  chin  to  rim,  rev.  crack  from  left  to  rim  to  between  H C.  Where  struck  up 
at  all,  this  is  fully  VF,  dark  reddish  brown,  the  surfaces  confirming  the  grade. 
However,  right  half  of  both  sides  is  weaker,  some  of  the  weakness  coming  from 
overstriking,  some  apparently  from  out-of-plane  die  alignment.  Wt.  96.1  gr. 
Overstruck  on  a 1798  cent,  Sheldon  160  or  161,  part  of  date,  of  AM  and  some 
leaves  visible.  Therefore,  one  of  the  12,167  minted  in  1799,  but  the  first  ever  to 
have  its  chronology  on  its  face ; the  first  ever  to  establish  that  any  lettered  edge 
coins  were  made  in  1799.  Probably  unique;  of  the  highest  importance  in  estab- 
lishing the  chronology  of  the  half  cents.  Even  were  it  not  an  overstrike,  this 
coin  would  be  of  great  importance  and  value  because  of  its  condition.  Tied  for 
third  finest  known,  most  lettered  edge  1797’s  being  Fair  to  Good.  Ex  Brobston.

598  1797.  G-3.  Centered  head ; cracked  rev.  die.  Fine,  obv.  stronger  than  rev. 

599  1797.  G-4.  1 above  1.  Fine,  unevenly  struck;  beginning  of  obv.  die  breaks,  rev. 

uncracked.  Attractive  surfaces,  dark  green  patina,  some  areas  nearer  VF. 

600  1800.  G-l.  Unc.,  pale  golden  (faded  from  mint  red)  mingled  or  stippled  interestingly 

and  beautifully  with  pale  steel  and  darker  shades.  Broken  obv.  die  as  usual.  A 
few  bag  marks  but  none  of  the  disfiguring  spots  found  on  most  of  these.  Above 
average  strike.  PLATE 
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601  1802/0.  G-l.  Fine  and  bold,  nice  surfaces  patinated  reddish  brown ; very  faint  old 

scratches  not  disturbing  colors.  Early  die  state,  no  rust,  HALF  CENT  plain 
though  not  as  bold  as  other  letters.  Very  rarely  available  with  denomination 
legible  at  all.  Sharper  than  the  Helfenstein-Judd  example  in  our  March  1968 
sale ; sharper  than  90%  of  surviving  1802’s.  PLATE 

602  1803.  G-3.  Advanced  obv.  and  rev.  die  breaks.  Surfaces  of  AU-50,  some  faded  lustre, 

light  to  medium  brown  in  some  areas  representing  mint  color;  but  enough  rubbed 
on  head  and  with  two  neck  scratches  so  that  EF  is  a fairer  grade. 

603  1804.  G-l.  Plain  4,  stems.  Faint  trace  of  obv.  crack,  rev.  bulge.  Ex.  Fine,  very 

sharp ; granular  and  minutely  nicked  otherwise  crowding  AU-50.  Exceptional 
condition,  almost  unobtainable  above  Fine.  Third  finest  known,  nosing  out 
Brobston’s  double  struck  piece  in  middle  three  figures,  and  exceeded  only 
by  two  mint  state  ones,  neither  of  which  is  likely  to  come  on  the  market  for 
some  years.  PLATE 

604  1804.  G-2.  PI.  4,  stemless.  Early  state,  no  obv.  crack,  no  rev.  rim  breaks- — rare.  EF 

or  better,  unevenly  struck,  bag  marked,  but  with  some  faded  mint  lustre.  Tiny 
mint  clip  below  04. 

605  1804.  G-3.  Crosslet  4,  stemless.  AU,  light  to  dark  brown,  some  of  it  representing 

faded  mint  color;  one  light  obv.  bag  mark.  Rare  grade,  borderline  Cond.  Census. 
Very  scarce. 

606  1804.  G-5.  Wide  date,  cr.  4,  stems.  AU,  excellent  match  for  last;  definitely  Cond. 

Census  level. 

607  1804.  G-7.  Common  Spiked  Chin.  Chocolate  brown  EF,  some  of  it  overlaid  with 

faded  lustre ; faint  old  rev.  scratches. 

608  1805.  G-l.  Stemless,  (Sm.  5).  Splendid  gem  Unc.,  magnificently  iridescent  light 

golden  olive  with  deeper  mottlings,  obviously  faded  from  mint  red ; almost  flaw- 
less, a full  65-coin.  Finer  than  Ryder’s,  at  least  equal  to  the  Brobston  coin,  more 
attractive  color  than  the  Helfenstein  piece  at  a world’s  record  price  in  our  March 
1968  sale,  therefore  one  of  two  finest  known,  and  the  choice  between  this  and 
the  other  is  entirely  a matter  of  color  preference.  No  fully  red  specimens  are 
known.

610  1806.  G-l.  Sm.  6,  stemless.  About  Unc.,  pale  golden  tan  and  light  olive,  much  of  it 

faded  from  mint  color;  obv.  with  some  minor  cabinet  friction,  rev.  finer  and 
beautifully  lustrous.  One  of  about  eight  top  examples. 

611  1806.  G-2.  Sm.  low  6,  stems.  VF-30,  deep  chocolate  brown  to  gray-brown  patina. 

old  bag  marks,  but  very  bold.  Conditions  Census  level ; almost  unavailable  above 
VG.  A very  important  example. 

612  1806.  G-3.  Lg.  6,  stems.  Light  golden  olive  Unc.,  obviously  faded  from  mint  red; 

frosty,  choice.  Tiny  obv.  stain  at  bust  point,  rev.  spotless. 
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613  1807.  G-l.  Obv.  rim  breaks  as  usual.  About  Unc.,  bluish  olive  with  some  red,  part  of 

it  original,  part  due  to  cleaning.  Usual  soft  weak  strike.  Extremely  rare  in  the 
higher  grades. 

614  1808/7.  G-l.  Unbroken  dies.  More  or  less  EF-40,  faint  rev.  pin  scratches.  Condition 

Census  level,  prohibitively  rare  above  VF. 

615  1808.  G-2.  Normal  date.  Just  about  Mint  State-60,  pale  steel,  light  olive  and  orange, 

much  of  this  representing  faded  mint  color ; two  small  patina  stains  on  obv., 
faint  hint  of  cabinet  friction,  tiny  nick  at  O on  rev.  One  of  about  seven  in  similar 
grade. 

616  1809.  G-2.  Normal  date.  Almost  MS-60,  light  to  medium  brown,  usual  soft  strike 

on  rev.,  old  faint  pin  scratches. 

617  1809/6.  G-5.  Identical  grade  to  last,  lighter  color,  similar  strike,  surfaces  more 

beautiful. 

618  1810.  Choice  Unc.,  needle  sharp  strike,  all  stars  bold,  those  on  left  the  sharpest  we 

have  ever  seen  or  heard  of — superior  to  the  Earle,  D.  S.  Wilson  and  Dupont  coins. 
Light  iridescent  reddish  olive  and  reddish  brown,  faded  from  mint  red;  surfaces 
magnificent.  Quality  of  striking  and  surfaces  make  this  piece,  to  us,  preferable 
to  most  of  the  spotty  bright  red  examples  sold  as  “finest  known”  or  the  like ; 
and  by  any  objective  consideration  this  must  be  ranked  among  the  most  pleasing 
of  the  8 or  9 uncirculated  ones  now  known.

Almost  Unc.,  light  golden  olive  and  tan  faded  from  mint  red 

with  traces  of  original  color  on  rev.;  faint  pin  scratches. 

621  1826.  G-l.  Crisscross  die  file  marks  r.  of  date.  EF-AU,  traces  of  faded  mint  color, 

some  patches  of  red  and  brown  patina.

the  break  through  D.  Very  rare,  far  less  often  offered  than  most  other  R-5’s 

of  1794. 

647  1795.  Lettered  edge,  single  rev.  leaves.  S-74.  Just  about  Fine,  unevenly  struck  (upper 

part  of  head  not  as  strong  as  rest),  very  dark  porous  patina,  clean  surfaces,  a 
couple  of  tiny  rim  nicks. 

648  1795.  Plain  edge,  ONE  CENT  high.  S-76b ; early  die  state.  Very  Fine,  somewhat 

porous  patina  of  various  shades  of  brown,  almost  free  of  visible  defects.  Remark- 
able mint  error:  a triple  clipped  planchet.

Obv.  distinctive  for  position  and  spacing  of  date : top  of  5 buried  in  bust, 
closest  date  spaced  1 79  5 with  last  three  digits  almost  in  a straight  line  at  tops, 
junction  of  truncation  and  hair  above  left  serif  of  7;  most  of  LIBERTY  not 
visible  owing  to  overstriking,  but  enough  can  be  made  out  to  tell  that  tops  of 
RTY  are  apart  and  the  JHF  is  below  r.  foot  of  T ; pole  points  to  upper  edge  of 
a denticle.  Evidently  struck  before  the  later  S-76b’s,  as  there  are  no  traces  of 
die  crumbling  mentioned  by  Sheldon,  nor  of  the  rim  breaks.  Sharpness  of  Good-6 
where  struck  up,  but  parts  are  rendered  illegible  (LIBER  and  half  of  rev.

rim  nicks. 

652  1796.  Draped  Bust,  “LIBERTY”.  S-104,  rusted  die  (emergency  issue  of  1798). 

Fine-15,  almost  black  patina.  Small  nick-like  planchet  defect  at  end  of  drapery. 
Excellent  companion  to  preceding;  similar  sharp  strike  save  on  part  of  upper 
locks.  Much  rarer  with  rusted  dies  than  without. 

653  1796.  S-lll.  Rusted  and  cracked  dies.  Almost  Extremely  Fine  for  the  coin,  struck 

on  a porous  Coltman  Bros,  planchet  which  has  acquired  rather  dark  gray  patina, 
that  on  reverse  somewhat  rough.

quite  VF,  clean  but  porous  planchet  much  like  those  used  for  many  1798/7  coins.

657  Another  S-164.  Fine,  of  similar  sharpness  to  last  though  reverse  a little  less  bold;

roughness;  almost  full  original  sharpness,  trivial  rubbing  on  a few  highest  points. 

660  1800/1798.  S-190,  rare;  diagnostic  recutting  on  final  A plain.  Uncracked  dies,  clashed. 

Almost  Fine,  surfaces  suggesting  a grade  well  above  Fine,  both  sides  bold. 

661  1802.  NC-1.  (Now  Rarity  6.)  Heavily  cracked  obv.  die.  VF  in  sharpness,  equal  to 

that  of  the  Sheldon  Plate  coin,  but  quite  rough;  evidence  of  old  cleaning,  not 
now  unsightly.

No  more  could  have  been  made 
after  that  because  of  a letter  from  Treasury  Secretary  Hugh  McCullough  to 
the  Mint  Director,  Jan.  21,  1867,  ordering  immediate  removal  of  rays  from  the 
5-cent  pieces;  this  letter  was  published  in  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook  Magazine, 
November  1961,  p.  2906,  and  it  is  confirmed  by  discovery  of  a proof  set  in  the 
original  case,  obtained  from  the  mint  in  March  1867,  containing  the  no  rays  5c 
and  no  space  for  any  other ; the  Smithsonian’s  complete  set,  obtained  (as  part 
of  the  Mint  Cabinet  collection)  from  the  Coiner,  March  7,  1867,  also  contains 
only  the  nickel  without  rays.  Of  the  25  made,  approximately  12  to  14  are  known.
